Much has also been written about 
the political activities of the Catholic 
Church in Malta, while the Vatiean 
side of the situation has never been 
given any prominence in American 
newspapers. Referring to this ques- 
tion the Holy Father declared: 


“Tt is obvious that moral laws 
which regulate the use of liberty 
do not suppress liberty, but pro- 
tect it.” 

At practically the same time the 
Holy Father reiterated what might be 
regarded as the Holy See's world-wide 
policy in relation to the Church in 
polities. He made it clear that the 
Church in every country must be above 
polities, and must not be aligned in 
any way with partisan politics. The 
Catholics in every country know this, 
but it seems almost impossible to con- 
vince their non-Catholic friends that 
it true. Protestant churches are in 
politics, and they cannot conceive that 
the Catholic Church would remain 
aloof from such activity where her 
people are in the majority. They as- 
sume that whenever there is any kind 
of conflict between an atheistic gov- 
ernment or an anti-clerical govern- 
ment and some ecclesiastical author 
ity, the latter is to blame as a politi- 
cal meddler.

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‘COLLEGE CONGESTION AN D INDIGESTION. _ 

A writer in the New York Times Magazine, who has 
prepared a series of articles based on conversations he has 
had with leading educators. and on visits he has made to a 
great many institutions of higher learning, declares that 
“the basic truths with American colleges may be roughly 
diagnosed as acute indigestion in the system, due to extreme 
congestion.” 

The writer states that while a generation ago only one 
person out of every thousand went to college, now one out of 
every one hundred and fifty persons attends. 

This creates the congestion. But the indigestion is 


caused by the “thousands of subjects, all tending to be 


A 


apecialties, and most of them pretending to the privilege of 
a separate water-tight compartment, are contending for 
place in the educational scheme.” He says that the colleges 
are swamped with under-graduate material, some of it of 
such low grade as to be unfit to take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity which the college provides. 

The writer also contrasts the purpose of present-day 
schools of higher education with that of the schools in Colonial 
days. He makes the point that present-day education thinks 
of preparing students only for money-making in the busi- 
ness, professional, or mechanical world, while the old col- 
leges had as their prime purpose to train decent and able 
citizens to serve the commonwealth.” Such was the purpose 
of the foundation of Harvard. He says that the purpose of 
the college of William and Mary “was devoted to training 
Virginians to carry on worthily.”’

We often speak of the strides of medical science, and 
they have been big strides. Yet the medical profession has 
taken a great deal for granted, and acted on theories which, 
like other scientific theories, are often proved by deep re- 
search work to have been utterly incorrect. 

Recently the writer asked a very prominent surgeon 
what the profession knew concerning the origin of tumors, 
and he answered that they knew nothing: that different 
opinions have been expressed from time to time. but that not 
one of them may be accepted as conclusive fact. 

From Paris comes this recent word in relation to goiter, 
which physicians generally attributed to the absence of 
iodine in the water the food taken by the one who has 
hecome afflicted. Now the Paris physician claims that he 
has discovered goiter to be a germ disease. The news item 
reporting this discovery is herewith reproduced:

Paris Dr. E. O. Houba, of Tacoma, Wash, has told the 
International Congress for the Study of Microbes in a paper that 
goiter is caused by bacteria and not by a deficiency in iodine, the 
generally accepted theors 

Dr. Houba said he had isolated and cultivated goiter bacteria. 

Later on the physician told the Paris edition of the Chicago 
Tribune that he believed in the jodine theory until ten vears 
ago, but after five vears of study and experiment had become 
convinced of the bacterial origin. 


Dr. Houba also said he had developed a method by which 
germs could be cultivated from every goiter tissue. 

One hundred American physicians and laboratory experts 
are attending the Congress, which opened recentls at the Pas- 
teur Institute, and lasted five days.

THE BARGELLO, ASCENSION 
DAY, PONTASSIEVE AND

The ancient city walls are still 
quite plainly marked, though the town 
has grown outside them, and there are 
two great gates, one at the top of a 
long sloping street which winds down 
to the river. There, in a simple sunk- 
en garden, some of the men of the 
town were bowling on the green, while 
the youngsters paddled in the shal- 
lows of the river just over the garden 
wall. None of the shops was open, 
and the little cafes did not look in- 
viting. so, remembering that the name 
of the town bore, in the railway time 
table, the mystic symbol of the crossed 
knife and fork which means that there 
is a restaurant in the station, I decid- 
ed to explore the banks of the Arno 
before lunching. Setting out through 
a charming little park along the bank 
| of the Sieve, I came, after a few min- 
utes’ tramp, to its confluence with the 


Arno. It was a perfect Spring day, 
not too warm, the sky filled with 
fleecy floating clouds, the distant 


| mountains of the Prato Magno stand- 
ing out clear and sharp against the 
deep blue of the sky, some of them 
still énow eapped. Following the river 
downstream past the high walis of the 
vineyards, I came at last to a primi- 
tive ferry—just an old flat bottomed 
scow, held by a chain to a wire which 
crossed the stream, and propelled by 
poles which an old peasant and a small 
boy, possibly his grandson, manipula- 
ted for a penny a trip. say “a 
penny,” but really it was five centesi- 
mi, the cinque soldi of common use. 
You will remember that the lira is 
stabilized at nineteen to the dollar. It 
is also divided into one hundred parts 
called centesimi. Well, I paid five one 
hundredths of four and a fraction 
cents to the old peasant. How much 
did. it cost me to cross the Arno, and 
to get back again after I had walked 
along the opposite shore and visited a 
charming little church that stood in

way up the hillside?
